is Given Large Govern- 


ment Order 


"Conditions Kt the penitentiary are 


excellent and everything, is working 
fine these days," said Warden Henry 
Tov.-n of tho big state prison at \Vau- 
pun. 
"At this time," Mr. Town con- 


tinued, ''tho prison population'-is 860, 
of which 2G arc women, and this num- 
ber "is below rather than above the 
average. - W e can accommodate about 


1,000 
prisoners, but we seldom have 


that many at on?' time. 


"The institution' enjoyed prosperity 


last year. It not only was self-sustain-" 
ing, but it clear-d a profit of 569,000 
for the sta;e. 
Kearly all of -the profit 


v/as derived from the operation of the 
binder twi'ne plr.i:t, which has deveN 
oped into a sure-enough money maTcer. 
We made four million pounds of twine 
last year and sold most of it. 
We had 


821 customers who, ordered $600,000 
worth and every dollar of it wan taken. 
That is somewhat unusual. 


Bis Federal Order. 


"The federal food administration has 


asked us to supply 2,000,000 pounds of 
twine this year and we have .consented 
to litl the order. 
In order to do it wo 


will have to operate the plant night 
and day, but that can bo arranged. At | 
present the plant employes 160 hands." 


Mr. Town spoke'in high praise of the 


loyalty of the prisoners. 
"They have 


j purchased," he 
said, "nearly 
S'7,000 


worth of the liberty bonds and donated 
about $800 to the Red Cross, all of this 
money coming out of their earnings'in 
the prison. 
The subscriptions to the 


first liberty loan aggregated about $5,- 
000 and the second, loan found sub- 
scriber* to the amount of Jl,800. Right 
now there is to the credit of the pris- 
oners a total of about $20,000." 


Make Good Kecord.

Splendid results were obtained from 


the operation of the two prison farms 
last year, Miw Town stated. " There 
were raised enough beets to produce 
25,000 pounds of sugar and all-the veg-, 
ctablcs and other food products ro-,, 
qnired were-nbo raised- on the farms, 
one of which is about a mile from tho 
prison and tho other seven Visiles away. 
About 1,700 acres were worked last 
year and about 'J.OOO acres will be. cul- 
tivated thf coming season.
